Experienced Here in Week- | 
End Storm | 


Bringing the rainfall total to| 
more than six inches above nor-| 
mal for this date, the storm over 
the weekend left 8.9 inches of 
water on the citrus district. This 
report was taken from the rain 
gauge at the J. R. Johnston cit- 
rus grove on West Twenty-sec- 
ond street. Total for the season 
is now 14.25 inches. A year ago| 
the total was 3.40 inches. | 








Fiyom 8 a. m. Sunday morning 
unti! 8 a. m. Monday morning, 
the steady fall brought a total| 
of 7.11 inches. | 

While no official records are | 
kept on individual rains, Mr. 
Johnston said he knew this storm | 
was the heaviest since 1916. It} 
wag his belief this was the heav-' 
jest rain in local history, but he 
had only season totals to baclk 
up this assertion. In the 1916 
season, rainfall totaled more than 
40 imches. 

Only inconvenience, not dam- 
age, was experienced here. 
Streets and avenues were turned 
into rivers, with debris being 
‘eft on thoroughfares, 

From curb to curb, Buclid av- | 
enue was filled with flood wa- 
ter. The long stretch of Moun- 
tain and San Antonio avenues al- 
so carried off torrents of rain| 
water. Intersections of other | 
streeta were flooded. 

Foothill boulevard was in such 
a condition that motorists were 
forced to drive carefully. Every 
culvert was called upon to carry 
more than its capacity, with the 
result that water was forced | 
over the right-of-way. Highway | 
employes were on duty at vari- 
ous points on the boulevard and 
on other main thoroughfares to 
prevent clogging up of the storm 
drain:.

Chamber Registering Men, But 
No Immediate Prospect 
of New Employment 





Another quota of local men 
for public works projects is be- 
ing sought by the Upland cham- 
ber of commerce and civic as- 
sociation. 

Until that quota is received, 
however, from the state di- 
rector of the projects, officials 
of the local organization can do 
no more than accept registra- 
tions for future work. 

During the past weeks, local 
men have been signing up for 
work. This registration is being 
conducted as a service to Up- 
landers. After the registration, 
the local officials can do noth- 
ing concerning placing the work- 


ers until another quota is re- 
ceived.

He is a 
member of the “Committee of 
Nine,” which studies the various 
relief projects. In this capacity, 
he has made an official connec- 
tion between the Upland cham- 
ber and the men in direct charge 
of the vast public works pro- 
gram, 

The 144 persons now employed 
receive a minimum of $72 2 


a direct benefit to the commu- 
nity as well as to he 144 fam- 
ilies affected. Under the present 
management, the current public 
works program will end Feb. 15. 
What will take its place at that 
time, is yet to be learned. At 
least the present number of work- 
ers will be continued, it is ex- 
pected, with an enlargement of 
the relief program likely.
